Visitors to the Higgins Museum have 
the opportunity to view and enjoy the 
largest collection of National Bank Note 
issues on permanent exhibit anywhere in 
the country. The Museum opened in 1978, 
its stated purpose being the acquisition, 
preservation and display of the notes, 
related artifacts and pertinent reference 
materials relating to the National Bank 
Note issuance era for educational purpos- 
es. 

Development of the Higgins Museum 
has been focused on the issues of lowa 
and its adjacent states. The Iowa galleries 
display the most complete state collection 
of National Bank Note issues ever assem- 
bled for a major state, with 278 of the 
state’s 300 communities of issue repre- 
sented. The first National Bank to open 
for business anywhere in the country, on 
June 29, 1863, was the First National 
Bank of Davenport, assigned charter num- 
ber 15 based on its June 22, 1863, organi- 


zation date; 495 banks were subsequently 


chartered in lowa, with every one of the 





99 counties boasting at least one. 

The national banking system had been 
established by the National Currency Act 
of Feb. 25, 1863, to provide a ready mar- 
ket for United States bonds issued to 
finance the Civil War, and to provide a 


soundly based circulating currency that 





could replace the more or less insecure 
jumble of state bank notes then in circula- 
tion. The resulting National Bank Note 





issues became the country’s effective cir- 
culating currency during the fifty-year | 
period from the Civil War to World War I, 
resulting in stabilization of a banking sys- 
tem that could provide credit to both the 
government and the public. 

No state in the nation hosted more 
National Bank Note issuing banks on a 
per capita basis than did Iowa. It provided 
the preeminent example of main street, or 
hometown banking, in the words of the 
late John Hickman, a leading cataloger 
and dealer in National Bank Note issues, 
who trumpeted the merits of the notes as 
“history in your hand.” Hickman spent 20 
years in service to the Higgins Museum, 
from 197 


ty of acquisitions agent and subsequently 


5 to 1995, initially in the capaci- 


as curator of the collection. 

The Higgins Museum stands as a lega- 
cy of the late William R. Higgins, Jr. 
(1913 to 1991), an enthusiastic collector 
from childhood, which he spent in Clay 
and Dickinson counties, who served as 
mayor of Okoboji for 14 years from 1960 
to 1974. Over a three decade span from 
the early 1940s to the early 1970s his col- 


lecting interest was focused on silver dol-

jar size coins of the world, building the 
world’s largest such collection in private 
hands. His 7,000 coin collection was auc- 
tioned in 1973 and 1974, with the pro- 
ceeds from the sales providing the funding 
to build the collections which provided the 
nucleus for the opening of the Museum in 
1978. 

While Higgins” interests were focused 
on the National Bank Note issues of lowa, 
he actively accumulated notes from the 
adjoining states of Minnesota and 
Missouri as well. The Museum’s holdings 
and displays today also feature significant 
representations for the states of Nebraska 
_and South Dakota. Special displays incor- 
porated in the Museum include a collec- 
tion of 1902 Red Seal issues featuring one 
of these rare issues from each state, a 
comprehensive presentation of the types 
and denominations of issue for the 
National Bank Note series, and represen- 
tative notes issued in other states, the 
District of Columbia, U.S. territories and 
Puerto Rico, 

Among the featured displays in the 
lobby area is one dedicated to the first and 
last notes issued under the laws that 
authorized National Bank Note issuance. 
A vintage bank teller cage built by a 
Charles City, lowa, bank equipment man- 
ufacturer is also set up in the lobby, hay- 
ing been restored to its century old origi- 
nal quality. Other major relics of the 
hometown bank notes era on display 
include an original bullet safe that served 
the First National Bank of Everly from 
1905 to 1933, a bank signature printing

and note cutting device employed at the 
First National Bank of Mason City for 
preparing notes for circulation, a vault 
door from the First National Bank of lowa 
City, a spider printing press and an out- 
standing display of real photo Iowa bank 


and main street postcards. 





Unique, Rare & Historic Notes On Display 

The notes on display at the Higgins Museum include many unique or rare, and historically inter- 
esting issues. These include the number one $1 note from the First National Bank of Northfield, 
Minnesota, one of the banks robbed by the James brothers gang, and the only known note from the 
Gopher State community of Sleepy Eye Lake, a Third Charter Red Seal from the First National 
Bank. Then there is the $5 note from Knob Noster —- “Our Hill” in Latin —- down in Missouri, one 
of the more interesting and unusual place names to appear on a National Bank Note. 

The lowa display is replete with rare and unusual offerings. They include the only known surviv- 
ing $100 First Charter note for lowa, issued by the Des Moines National Bank, and the rare and 
unusual Series of 1875 Black Charter $5 note from the First National Bank of Red Oak. There are 
also unique notes from Dike, Ida Grove, Lineville, Renwick and Richland, along with the only 
known notes to have survived from the banks in Blanchard, Lansing and Monroe. The museum's 
holdings also include one of only two known surviving notes from the banks in Belmond, Corwith, 
Hudson and Lisbon. Then, there is the Third Charter, Plain Back uncut sheet of $5 notes from the 
Marion County National Bank of Knoxville, a unique presentation sheet bearing representative sig- 
natures of all the bank's officers 


Spirit Lake Note Begat The Higgins Museum 
Perhaps the most significant National Bank Note displayed at the Higgins Museum is the $100 
issue of The First National Bank of Spirit Lake illustrated on the cover of this brochure. Higgins’ 
opportunity to purchase this note from Amon Carter in 1972, at the urging of John Hickman, was 
instrumental in his decision to form a collection of lowa National Bank Note issues, a development 


that ultimately led to the establishment of the William R. Higgins, Jr. Foundation and the building of 


this museum to share his acquisitions and love of the hometown bank note era with others. The only 
known Second Charter $100 note to have survived on this bank, it was once held in the incredible 
Albert Grinnell Collection that was dispersed by auction in 1945 and 1946. At that time it was 
among the most expensive regular issue National Bank Note offerings sold, being hammered at 


$135, an astounding price at the time
